^ «• lite oldest was formerly one of Panley P. Pratt'!) 
wlT«a, by wtiom sbe bud several (laughters. The 
lady aocompant uig her bt the olaest of those daagh- 
ten. After the death ol I'auley P. Pratt, he leaving 
but very Uitle property tu be divided among so many 
women and cbudreo. the wives were plsced lu very 
precarious circuuibtauces,'«nd were Curved to iiuder- 
take the most laborious occupations to obiain a live- 
lihood. The one whom we were observing was a 
third or roortb wife, and. with the others, had to 
oocaln a living as tiest she could. FlnaU^ she re- 
ceived an oirer~or marriage from a man named 
BIdges, but m Its acceptance she thought she 
aaw danger to herself and her children. Uer 
dSDgbters were growing up young and goo<l- 
,lookliig, and she feared that, under the odlooa 
church law which permits a man to marry 
hlB wife's daughters. Ridges might some time 
in the future wish to maae them bis plural wives, 
even if he had not already made ap his mind to do 
so. I'be thought uf such an event was agony to the 
mind of the mother, and she hesitated to return an 
answer to tlie proitossi of Ridges. One day Kulgen 
called at the house where 8he resided, determined 
to bare a final answer. Be was shown into the room, 
in wblch were present Mrs. Pratt and two of her 
oldeat daughters. In auawer to his request for an 
acceptance or rclectlon of lUs proposal, Mrs. Pratt 
informed him that, as far aa she alone was con- 
cerned. Bbo bad no objection ; ' but, ' said she, polnu 
Inf to ber daughters, then about twelve and fonr> 
teea yean of age, ' In these two glris, and my fears 
for their fatore, Ue the greatest obstacles to ijfj 
decision. They are now young, but I fear 
that when they arrive at a man-iageable 
age you will endeavor to make ono or 
both of Uiem your plural wives. I teU 
yoQ frankly that such an event would break my 
heart, and make me miserable forever.' Ridge^ 
replied by aolemnly promising that he would 
never seek to marry any of her daughters^ aud, 
tmaUng In that promise, she became his wife. Five 
years afterwords the oldest daughter, Amanda, had 
developed into a handsome young lady, and Kldges, 
tired of bis somewhat faded first wife, and fonretf ul 
of the promise be bad made, lont^ed for the youthfu 
freahneaa and many channs of^her oldest daughter. 
The mother firmly refused to consent; but the 
daughter appeared to be a little more than half-way 
wilUog. Bhe was, however, restrained by her 
mother's entreaties and remonstrances from giving 
her ooiaent to the proposal of Ridges. The lat- 
ter now retorted to the meanest and most 
despicable petty perBecutlena to force the 
mother into giving ber consent to her daughter's 
nila. At length, her health shattered by the perse- 
cntlone she had undA'^one, and her mmd weak- 
ened by trouble and the blow atx)nt to faU so 
heavOy up«n her, she gave a reluctant assent to the 
marriage of Amanda to Ridges. From that time 
ber happiness and peace of mind were deetroye<l 
forever, and she became the moat mlaeranle of 
womaa. But BMgea seemed to have made up hla 
mind to Duury the whole family, and when the 
aeooed daughtcr.bad arrived at a marriageable age, 
he proposed to make ber bis third wife. She, 
however, more sensible than ber sister, and know- 
ing, too, that inch an event wonld bring her mother 
in aeirow to the grave, refused bis oifer. Agam 
Ridges renewed bis persecutions, and spit out his 
renom on mother and daughter alike.

' ' Tboee two yonng women, " said my l^end, ' *are 
datera, and both are the wivea of Mr. CroxaU. 
jlloi Maiy Toong was married to him nrst, and a 
year or two afterwards he married her slater Caro- 
line. The one mentioned aa Caroline la a large, 
heavy ballt, atoat yonng woman, and, as t>oth were 
well aod faahlooably dressed, Mr. Crozall's salary Is 
probably soon ezhaoated In meeting tne expenses of 
hla dual household." 

In the afternoon, two ladies called who were In- 
tndnoed to me as Mrs.. Ezra T. Benson and her 
daagbterMrs. Roberts. Mrs. Benson won the drat 
wife of Ezra T. Benson, one of the ' ' twelve apoa- 
tlee," wno.recently was stricken with apoplexy _^nd 
died aaddeoly. Bhe resides in the town or Logan, 
Cache Valley, abnat ninety miles frbm Rait Lake 
City, IB a northeasterly direction. Bhe la rather be- 
low tbe medlnm height, small In ngnre, and bears 
traoea of considerable beanty in her. yoanger days. 
Bven BOW I noticed a fascination in ber eyes, which 
iroaid certainly have a tendency to charm one of 
the opposite aez, although she most be abont tojTy 
yean of age. Her danghter la a line yonng lady, 
taU ud decidedly goo<l-looklnt.

Ber husband is a "Oentile," and in conning hla 
wife labored noder many difficulties. Mr. Roberts 
bad been engaged In bnainess in the Btate of Ne- 
fBda. In hla yoanger daya he bad become ac- 
qnalated with Miaa Emma Benaon. who, fall of life, 
bright, aad sparkling as tbe rays of the noon -day 
nn npon the rippling waters of a transparent lake, 
orerAowlac with mirth and gladness, captivsted the 
aoaeafOhle heart of the yoong man, and ha fell 
Tlctta to cnpld's nnarrtng shafta.

Ueosou Is pleasing to 
couversatlun, and profesiics to believe u> Mormon- 
ism, snd that polygamy u> a divine Institution, al- 
thoiiKh there IS some iiuiiiety upon her mind as lo 
the good ol Its practical results. 

jusu-u SMITH a roLTUAinaT. 
In response to a question by me, Mrs. Benson said 
tliat her husband and herself became members of 
the Mormon church al Naovuo, and that she waa 
well acquainted with tbe ' * Prophet Joseph, " wtiom 
she regarded as a good and pious man . 

"Mrs. BenaoB," I aald, "there la some dispute, 
I ijelieve, between the followers of young Joseph 
Buuth and those of Brlgham Young, as to whether 
polygamy was practised in Nauvoo or not. As you 
were a resident ot that city, |ierhaps yon can Inform 
me bow that la. " . 

" Polygamy waa certainly practised In Nauvoo, 
ae I well know, for my owu sister Ade- 
laide wss sealed to Mr. Benson iiy tiio 
prophet Joseph, ut^er women were sealed 
to Brother KlmbsU, and to ilirain Bmlth, 
Juaeph Mmlih's brother. BUter Vllste KImbaU, 
mystir, and two cr three othera were the only ones 
to whom the secret of lis practice was at llrst com- 
municated, and It was indeed a terrible secret for 
as. We were, what I term, the first wives in poly- 
gamy, for we were the very first whose husbands 
otjeyed the Celestial law,*&ihl^it was doubly hard for 
us to l>ear until we Itecame accustomed to it. Tbe 
matter had to be kept a profound secret, except from 
a few who could be trusted. Even Uiram. the 
prophet's brother, could not at ilnt be safely In- 
lomied of Its existence. I rocolleet of an instance 
occurring In wblch Brother Kimball was concerned, 
which serves to illustrate how careful we had to be. 
Brother KlmtialVs second wife, in order to avoid sus- 
picion, boarded at oar house, and he came late In 
the evening, or early tn the morning, to see her. 
NVhUe he was in the boase, I kept watch upon the 
road, to see that no oue should approach unexpect- 
edly, and surprise him. One monltng^i saw a man 
approaching, and hastily warned Brother Kimttall, 
who made his escape by a rear window into a com- 
Ocld, where he would have remained until tbe man 
had gone,' had he not turned oat to be the Prophet 
Joseph. We called Brother Kunball in, and had a 
good laugh at htm about it. We were often obliged 
to take our husband's second aud third wives into 
our houses, passing ihcm oif as sisters or acquaint- 
ances who were visltlng tis. You may i>e sure that 
It Cost us mauy a heartache /lud many a pang of 
Borrow, bni we believed that (iod had spoken 
through his prophet, and we, as his dutiful ser- 
vants, were bound to obey."

" Do you then really belike that God would com- 
mand hlH people to do that which would make them 
iiiUerable and unhappy hero, to say nothing of here- 
after ?" 

"The saints Of God mast pass through trials and 
tribulations to prepare them for a happy future, and 
I presume that polygamy la_ one of those trials by 
wblch the Lord has designed to try as, and which 
will eventually result m'good to the whole human 
race." 

■ ■ As fsr as your own personal experience Is con- 
cerned, dkl you become easily reconciled to your 
husband's takmg bther wives r* 

No, I did not; 1 sanered terribly. My aogolsh 
was at timea almost too great to be borne, and I 
could only regard his taking other wives calmly and 
without suffering when I had learned to look upon 
him wlihoat love and affection, and as I would re- 
gard a total stranger. " 

How does sach an experience operate gener- 
ally 7" I Inquired. 

BOW THK WClftN UKB FOLTOAJfT. 

A flrat Wife must learn to cast out all love and 
affection from her heart, and abe will have to come 
to It, If ber husband takes otber wives. Previous to 
my husband's death, ao hardened had I become that 
It waa a matter of total mdlfference to me when he 
took another wife. His presence or abeence in the 
bouBe was equally a matter of mdlfference to me, for 
had learned to regard him as a total stranger. " 
' ' Are plural wives In tbe country re<iulre<l to 
work, or are ibey generally supported by their boa- 
band m ease and idieneaa 7 " 

HOW THX WOMSH WORK. 

We do not believe In having any drones m the 
hive, and plural wives m the conntry are expected 
to do something towards contributing to the support 
or dreas of the famdy. Some spin, others weave 
cloth often sufficient to last the entire family 
through the winter. Some make up the clothmg for 
family nse ; otben again make the butter and cheeoe, 
and attend to the cows, piga, and poultry. All are 
engaged In some naefal occupation by which the 
whole family will be benefited. Danish wlvee, who 
have been used to the occupation in their own ooan- 
try, are placed in the fields during the proper aeaaon 
to plough and harrow the ground, plant the aeed, 
and hoe up tbe weeds when the time comes. They 
may also be seen Irrigating tbe crops with water. " 

What are the accommodations generally poe- 
sessed by men in .the country for keeping a plurality 
of wives 7" 

' • Generallf rather poor. Bat very few, and tboae 
generally tbe leading men, have large houses. Most 
of tbe houses have only two or three rooms In tbcin, 
and In these rooms sometimes Uve three or four 
wlvee with their children. 1 have often thought 
that men should not be permitted to take wivea untu 
they had placea in which to keep them snd their 
children comfortably. Brother Brlgham, however, 
cunnaels poor men to take wivea, have plenty of 
faith, aod they wUI acqulra means for their comtort- 
abie maintenance. In most casea It seeina a very 
long time commg. " 

"I suppose, " laid I, turning to Mn. Roberta, 
" that you are reconciled to your husband's becom- 
ing a Mormon and taking other wivea some day 7" 

' * Never, '* ahe replied, with a llaahing eye. * * Mo 
woman shall ever enter my boose aa a wife while I 
Uve and oonunue in It. I am no advocate of, or be- 
liever 10, polygamy, 1 can aaoare you. I imve seen 
eooogb of It to aatiafy me fully. " 

There waa no mistaking the look, ?oice. and man 
ner, with which theae worda were spoken, aod I 
bought that If thia waa the apint and feeling with 
which tbe Mormon glrla viewed polygamy, the 
country waa aafe aa far aa they were ooneemed. 
LBADiNo dcawnoKa roa mohmom tocmo ladiu, 
I ventured to put my thoughts mte tbe form of a 
qoeatlon, and accordmgly asked bar If many of the 
Mormon young ladlaa were wiuing to become plural 
wlvee. 

' *Aa a general rnle, " ahe replied, * ' tbey are not, 
altboogti of coarse there an exceptions. Tbe dangb- 
ten of some of the leading Mormona have named 
' Gentiles, ' or yoong men whom toey were satlafled 
/tid not believe la polygamy. Tbe oldaat daoghier of 
Aponlc John Taylor oiamed aa army offi 
o«r and went to Oaiifomia. The otttsaa 
daagbter of WUUan KlmbaU, neber C. Ktosiiaira 
oldeat son. aiao marriad a Oaiiforaiao, and now ra- 
aidea m the Eaat. ApoaUe Omn Hyde's oldeat 
daogbtrr married a Jew named ntia, and baa roae 
to California. Other instanoea might be given, which 
ahow the general feeling upon tne rab)ect."

.MiOBt two yean ago be mame<t Fauoy . ao hts sectiud 
wife, against the P<ina«-tii and fntnaties of hla drat 
wile. It IS said thai Bruthsm was st flrat opposed to 
thti mutch, and placed Tbatclier's name on the list 
for a four yrin' mission to Karc|t>e. and that ihui 
alaniied his flrat mfe— who loved him dearly— even 
more thsu the pru8pe<-.ts of a seooud niamage. 
siie was taken very ill. and, at her re<iue*t, 
lirig^m rvtuoveil her huabamra name from the 
list of mtsi^lonaneM.

The arratwemema for its exhibition at Syracuse 
are prol)ui'i> tue bcii th.u '.ouid there beeiTected; 
but, when ahuwu to the people of the meiropolTs, It 
Will need a larger room and u better light At first 
look It seemed to me aa of less size and height than 
bad tieen claitued tor It. Coming directly over it, 
m>m tbe Utrie cillery, it has perhaps so much of the 
dead-tKidy look as to coofUse the Idea of a atatue, 
and it Is ouly l)v Uie ucerrluc ^ppUcailon of the 
measurement that you have it proveil that It 
Is, Indeed, a giant's length and breadth and 
power that m before you; aud here the same 
Idea of once in Ufo confuses you. Then is an evi- 
dent possibility of being drawn out— straightened 
to a greater length. If It were a human 
being laid out ution a lM3d a corpse. 
It IS evideui that, were " lU decent 
limbs compoaed " by careful solicitude of mends, Ita 
coilln length would be i|utte beyond the feet and 
mcbes which the graduated measure gives. I do not 
at all wonder that there la a large section of the 
popular opiulon that i>eUeve8, almost flghts for, the 
Idea that it is a petrifaction ; for if a human being, 
overcome by grailual disease or Irresistible fatigue 
or dreadful cold, bud sunk down or laid down or 
froaen dowu into bis weary way in the soft sprlag 
land, just so he wwht have laid, hli one hand tiirown 
over hla iiodv. and the other t>eneaib him, to save bis 
Qefeh from laceration or pam by thorn or stone be- 
neath htm. Thia is the oiUy apparent purpose of the 
form. 

And now, as* the clergymen auy, "this brings mo 
to remark " that aa a atatue this la the mo^' purpose- 
less, objeciiesa of all such creations of the art. It Is, 
If stone, apparently without precedent or subject. 
For all other statues there Is a department of my- 
thology In history or of the ideal. This is no god of 
pagan or braniln, nu bero of antiquity. It is Just 
a huge man, with limbe so disposed aa of an uneasy 
slumber, yet with a face wblch has In it sumething 
of the majestic, and quite dlstmctly of the respect-

unondaga county was not supposed tQ_^be jKn 
In the science necesaary to pronon^pe — Gpon 
It. Sout aeons change lout eela. I sup- 
])0se that Dr. Beck's authority was considered 
a necessity, and 1 know of no greater at this duy. 
(iQ this stone is a rude representation of the tree or 
Eden, snd of tbe serpent enroldiufr l^ ang ta^ame 
01 Leo X., and (I believe) the date of 1990. It Is a 
very curious relic of some missionary or of some 
traveller, and Its authenticity was never doubled. 
I may be permitted here to express my surprLse 
that Onondaga County has never reclaimed it. It 
ought to have been set n the wall of their new and 
tieautifal aavmgs bank building. I think that, since 
Onondaga was tbe chief place of Influence of the 
Iroquois, tbe evidence of ecclesiastical presence 
there waa fltttng and appropriate In its blstofr. 
And now Onondaga County suddenly presents to the 
belief or rejection, the crednUty or the amazement, 
of the student of lilstory, an extraordinary addition 
to the aiohcology\ of this country. In the statue or 
aemblanoe or preaarvatloo ot a gigantic man. There 
Is a plain and suatwQed narrative of Its discovery, 
hich can be easilyVstated i A Mr. Newell Uvea near 
the little hamlet of Cardiff, In the town of Lafayette, 
In Onondaga Conntyu^ quiet, ordinary, common- 
place citizen, as lnnocen^)f any capacity to originate 
a historical imposition aa dan be imaglne<l. Rising 
to opulence, aa be now Is, through tms sudden erent 
lu hla career, I trust be will forgive me for thus de- 
scribing bim; out It was necesaary to the truth of 
history, and we must ride rough-shod over Indivld- 
nala in such cases. Hla thoughts are all on hla 
Held and Ita profits. He posaeases a well at 
hla house ; but near his bam, in the ordinary uee<Ui 
ot hla cattle, reqolrea for convenience another ; and 
a low, marahy, wet place suggests an easy work to 
place tbe new well where tbe cattle could bavo its 
direct a<lvantage. Selecting hla locality and pre- 
paring for tbe labor, on the 16th day of October, 
1989, he hires bis laboren, and they begin the 
excavation. At the dept>i of three feet ao obstacle 
to the eaay digging is found In some atony sub- 
stance. Newell goes to his houM for a tool to re- 
move It. Returning, bis workmen have revealed 
the feet of sometbmg like an image, and soon, 
following the progreas of the obstruction, thla huge 
flgnre, which Is Just now so large ao otijeot on the 
very dala of icleotlflc mqutrr, is all nnbuhed. It la 
soon relieved from the water that flowed around it. 
and It lies there wltb a large branch of a hemlock 
tree lying over It, 

Then followed immediately the amazement and 
rush of cnnofllty of the nelghboibood. Cardiff 
biased. Then the rapid newa reached Byracnae. 
The Image which Newell st one time cx)ntempiated 
giving away to whoever would take the trtrabie to 
romove it, waa in Its poaalbic historic and memorial 
value appreciated ; and into once otwcure and quiet 
Cardiff poured the full aflluence o( doubting or won- 
derlng or believing or puzzled viBiton,tUl the ilvery- 
stabie keepers of BYracnse enhsrlned the Canllff 
Uiant as one of thtir household go<ls at leant. All 
poHSibility of vehicle came thither, and the valley 
that some homesick Welcbman had given Cambrian 
nomenclature waa a crowded thorooghfare. 
Boon the dominion of the dollar exhibited 
Itself, and Mr. Newell, recovering from nis dazed 
oondiuon, calculated flnancial reaoita. He woke 
one morning and found himaelf fsmoua-aa a mucb- 
aimaed poet once did— but, unUke the lord ol rerae, 
he took good advice, and aaaoctated hia propnetor- 
Bhlp of the wonder with calm, sagacious, and —I t>ear 
testimony to the two whom I best know— most relia- 
ble and honorable men : Dr. Westoott, at tbe head 
of his profession of dentistry, a man of property, 
and who would scorn to ally himself wltb a oognl- 
tant fratad; Mr. Uiggina, the loog-truated principal 
agent of tbe American Bxpreas Company, a gentle- 
man pecnllarly gentle and diffident, through whoae 
hands millions on millions ef treasure have passed 
in unstained integrity of conduct ;— both genuemen 
Who would not know bow to conduct a deception. 
If there was one. 

The local conoaity aomewhat aaaoagad, it ui 
brooght to Byracnae, and Ita exhibition to the puitllc 
fully arranged. All the history of its flnding— of tbo 
appearanoe of the earth in natural state, ol iiic utter 
Ignorance of tbe neigbliorhood, in lU dally ac(|naint 
ance with tbe ground, of any such deposit^is proved 
bv a senea ef affldavita of thooe who had lived there 
from pcnoda u far back aa 1817. ln<leed, thai it 
waa a diaoovary atterly new— the ground, the h«m- 
lock tree that waa over it, gave proof that waa oot- 
akle of all hnman aagacity of decepuoo , and added 
to this was the Jadgnent ezpraaaed by James llall. 
flrat and greatest of American geologistii, aftsr cioae 
examination of tbe locality ; and iiy such accumula- 
tion of sworn proof, that, were teatlmony aa full an I 
atroog and ooatmued and snb«tantiate<l before me to 
prove that llaory Bergh bail abuaed a horae, I woold 
have to behcve it. Coold I give a stronger lUusm- 
tion7 

It IS fair in this narrative to say that all Syraruse 
dors fu>f share in my opinion. There are eminent 
Aouiitera. I do not intend to put my hand into the 
hot water— ecal'ilng hot, indeed— of local Byncuse 
diasgreement. There la ao inteiugeot and faithful 
colored msn there, in the service of a fsmily of a 
friend of mine, who talks much about the giant, a^d 
ends bis narrative uimally by saying, "Itrith I hni a 
•/i«rr ffi a." .Now, tny impression It that something 
of the incredollt) of Syracuse baa n« "rigtn lo t)i« 
fact that the sAmt* are o<A largely dimribn'e'l. 

Tet the own^ ra oave bad a iutte twf.t revenge on 
thtti side or the aaair. alara, oa Friday laat, th«y 
received a nfmonsi frnoa a large niimi«ror the 
le»ilDg men of Hjnctiae, aod among rnem atKO 


of tJDe Romans as tbey appear~en-the bas 
relief of the arch of Titus, In the triumphal' pro- 
cession of conquering Roman and captive Jew. It 
seems to me if any one had ma<1e statue or flgnre 
for a ahow or deception or sensation, to amaze a 
crowd, he wonld have formed some sensational 
(igure— for Onondaga localities of local history, some 
great Indian warrior, or some one tamons in history 
— " striking an attitude" at once ; but this U outside, 
apparently, at least, of all design or plan. It is the 
ilbondon of an unstudied position. The hand oyer 
the body seems unnaturally large, and is, I thmk. 
the only disproportionate work. I say, again. If I 
could believe tbe petrifaction theory, which 1 do 
not, t*ie statue's natural and unplanned poaltlon, ao 
out of all studied device, would be very strong proof. 

But I cannot believe this a human being turned 
to stone. I dont quite fall into tbe dictum that 
such petrifaction Is Impossible, because 1 believe I 
heard at the great meethsg of American science In 
Albeny— where Mr. Everett pronooneed his Immor- 
tal dlaooane on the aaea ot aatronomy- a paper 
read narrating a caae where a young girl had died 
and turned to stone. They are dresdfnl'y hard- 
hearted sometimes ; tnat we know, and can believe 
the rest. 

I havo said every opportunity was given me to 
examine it. With a lamp and a magnifying-giaas, 
your correspondent endeavored to lor^k as wise 
as possible. It Is far more corroded by time than 
expected to flnd ail over it. The man 
who could create snob a deception would be Drat 
cousm to natnre Itself. But this cannot be deoep- 
tlon. It baa the decay of ' ' time'a effacing flngen" 
In proof so positive aa that it is tbe denial of one'a 
senses to sssert an error here. That soil, in Its reg- 
ular work of successive strata, long boned It ; that 
tree long bent down upon It Ita protecting network ; 
by Ita Bide and over and around It tboae waters 
long ran ; and old Time bad feamed on It, before he 
allowed the quiet well-digger to revolntlonlBe hla 
own fortunes and amaze science by his discovery. 
The question of great age seoois to be settled and ooo- 
clnded. 

But why should have this lain within three foot of 
the snrface so long, unknown and undiscovered, la 
ot the ((ueHtlons aske<l. Ask Captain Boutter how 
many thousand tImea be went to hia raceway on hla 
ranchc, in California, before he aaw or noticed the 
glittering particlea tha; inaugunted the age of gold. 
Ask the I*eruvlan Indian now often he bad clambered 
the hill when, at but, tbe yielding tuft disoloaed tbe 
neb vein of silver. The eye la blind antU the 
favored boor. Fortune lives next door to us; bat, 
like the iieople In the metropolis, we never know onr 
oeighiion. 

The head nnga hollow, ever ao •urpnsingiy, snd 
with a metaitc sound ; the pit of tho stomach nnga 
hollow. I took lamp and glaas to the neck, te aee if 
there was a possibility of junction after difference of 
structure, bat the same glittering atony look waa 
everywhere. Wonderfolly natural la the appearance 
of the sunken temples, and too projecMng rtbe. 
the cloacd eyes, and tne strangely tomed-nndcr arm 
and hand. My own concltulona were Just these: 
That the stone giant was a piece of sculpture of very 
great age, tbe work of European hands, and monu- 
mental to some Isader of a national party of dis- 
covery or poeseaiion— and not eocleaiastieai. Such la 
ttie pebble I thrsw on the oalm of conjecture. 

It will aoon le plaoed in view of the people of the 
cliy. Then scfiolan and iclentlflc men snd the mnaa 
of men will leo it. Let It have fair play. Ii«H;aii<ie 
the crowd of an active and inteliiirent Am^-ncan 
people will to look at it, as a curlraiiiy and wonder, 
IB not proaf that it ■• a device for the doUan. It 
wilt aooD ftrove ita own beat interpreter. 

And eren if I were to accept the theory that it was 
a rraud-tbat the well-digger hail found what he 
knew was to tie found, and all that— even then I 
would say that Mle geniiu which could produce this 
statse could imitate the work or time— could so 
c<'tmtertcit tbe handwriting of the ages— noutn imi 
at Much pains of drawing into a swamp such hugn 
load— could bury ao oarefnlly, amf wait ao patiently 
i-and rontrlve all— and by a ftmw vHthtmt a pmto- 
ri;}>^— such genloa, aorry aa I would be to aee it dedi- 
cated to a Iraod, would deserve at least seventy- 
five prr rent of the reward. It woaM take place i>y 
ttie side of, or far atiove, the Ireland who thrust his 
Vortigernand Rowena forward aa the work of the 
immortal Will Hbakespeare— tbe (.natterton "who 
made the old chest In Hdatol church -tower famnaa— 
the Mat'Pheraon who deluded a world tiy histjasian. 

If one bas to go to inf i the pillory of ndiwle for 
tielng ' ■ humbugged " or deluded. It is sr. least some 
oooaoiatlon, while the deiul eats are volant about 
his hesd. that he stiffen in lllustnous nnmpanv. 
i>nnduld Dr. Johnson detnollsbeil the pretensiws 
of Otsiao tn have ever bail human ozisienoe, imt 
NaiKiicon maile the Highland fluUon hla mo<le| of 
ejiic|urnce, and Invoked the forty ixntonaa from 
place 01 pyramid. 

I •jelievc iiie CardliT giant to lie a groat dliMvovery 
in arrhroiogy, aod thai it is a link in a itlowiy ex- 
tiiimed Cham that will bring ua to c/mtintfuini dis- 
covery before the day when (.ninmbua hsw the 
evening light flash in Ran Salvador.

It muat be remembered that in its practical opera- 
tion the fund on which specie redemption draws baa 
always been made up of one part gold to three or 
four parts faith. The faith la a more Important in- 
gredient than the gold, and an act of Congress 
cannot call it Into existence. An act of CongreM. de- 
clanng that on a orrtain day the government and 
the banks, with two hundred millions or gold in band, 
will nndenake to redeem on demaud their 
notes amounting to six hundred mlllloua aad over, 
cannot so satisfy people of the certainty of the re- 
demption that tney will be leisurely ludemeuiding It. 
Ita operation could only tie to excite a scramble for 
the gold as long as the gold held out, ami then xos- 
peusion again, worse in cireoiiistiuice than iiefore. 
The indispenKable condition precedent to the re- 
sumption of specie payments la the com- 
plete or nearly complete return of apecle 
pnces, which will aigniry a state of tbe 
cnrreucy iiractlcally equivalent to that of specie 
convertlbiliiy. In other words, when oar currency 
haa practically reacquired the value or unrchaalng 
power ol gold, ao that it makes small dlflhrenco to 
iie<iple whether they are able to obtain gold for their 
notes or not, then we can resume specie payineots, 
and we cannot tiefore. That may seem paradoxical, 
but It iH the raot, except as it is prudently directed 
towaids the promotion of productluo and trade.

If a resumption policy is to be inaugurated, ler it 
be with the distinct apprehenalon that It involves A / 
great reduction npon the general acaleof pncea:

In that way tbe dangers of 
bankruptcy and distress, and ail such dan- 
gers as the one apprehended by our New 
York contemporary, may be avoided. May be, wo 
say, for we <lo not pretend to aay they would be, 
even under the wisest Miiicy and the ablest manage- 
ment on the part o( the government. We do not 
pretend to sar ttiat so great a flnaiiciai revolution 
can Ik; accomplished wiuiont temponry inconveni- 
ence or even oermannat injnry to very many imai- 
ncss men. ft ib impoasibie to forcfiee with cer- 
titinty how fast pnces win fail, and, therefore, mts- 
takes will almost certainly tie ms<le in incumug oii- 
llgationB.
